1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 was filed in this 
application after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but 
before the filing of a Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or 
the commencement of a civil action. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution 
in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 05/03/2010 has been entered. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim 1 is directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth 
in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 21-23, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 01/17/2007 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim

subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.

3. Due to amendments and persuasive arguments by applicant, the previous 
rejections of record have been overcome and are hereby withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art is found to teach or sufficiently suggest the aqueous 

dispersion, comprising the claimed functionalized swellable polymer, the surface- 
modified, cationically stabilized, inorganic nanoparticles modified with at least one 
compound of the formula I, in combination with at least one separate chelate ligand 
forming compound and at least one separate crosslinking agent, wherein the aqueous 
dispersion has a pH of from 2 to 7. 

Thus, claims 1-7, 9-20 and 24 to the dispersion and claims 21-23 to the 
processes of preparing and using the dispersion are allowed.
